The Immigration Service on the border won for itself an enviable rep- 
= SS 
ee ation during the period in which its forces were at maximum strength. All 


Departments of the Government looked to it, xq not in vain, to prevent the 


surreptitious entry of aliens. The Immigration Patrol, which was established 
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during the period referred to and which unfortunately wes greatly curtailed at 
the close of June 30, 1919, and completoly abolished at the close of August 18, 
1919, performed wonderfully effective service,--a service unparalleled in the 
history of affairs on the Mexican Border. 

It is but natural that the reaction which set in with tho withdrawal 
of the Patrol, snd which apparently has not yet reached its limit, is occasion- 
ing evor incroasing adverse criticism, not only on the part of federal end 
State Officials but on the part of the lawfully disposed elements of the pub- 
lic in general. Practically every form of lawlessness on the border with which 
Federal and State authorities are concorned, has its origin or can be traced 
to violations of the Immigration Act. Renegades crossing the border from Mex- 
ico in raids on peaceful commnities or on cattle stealing exneditions are 
usually alions--Mexicans; persons clandestinely entering thea United States 
bringing personal belongings or effects carrying contagion are in the same 
class. ‘Tho same may be said of those who surreptitiously introduce cotton or 
cotton seed carrying doll a A infection. Liquor smegglers are in tho same 
class. The illustrations might bo carried out ad infinitum. Sufficient has 
been said, it is believed however, to show how vitally and directly the Imni- 
gration Service is concerned, and unless the Immigration Service is rehabili- 
tated and restored to its former status as an effective instrumentality for 
the suppression of these various forms of lawlessness, it is not difficult to 
conseive that some other agency will in the not distant future be created to 
deal with tho situation.
